SENATOR STULL: I went to the Attorney General's office
yesterday with th1s b111 and they assigned Mr. Packett to
g1ve me an informal opin1on which he did and Senator DeCamp
has indicated to you in the piece of paper that he's passed
around the facts as I reported to him. I have no quarrel
w1th that. But that doesn't change my oppos1tion to this
bill. Now, first of all, the first year they admit that he
would have S650,000 set aside for 1mprovements. And they
th1nk through the years by mak1ng these 1mprovements well
they w111 increase the rental. Well, there's nothing....
or income to the state. There's nothing sure. They have
really no bas1s to base the1r Judgment on those figures.
Now, another thing, 1i th1s b111 was such a good b111,
they wouldn't have had to lobby quite so hard on 1t. Now,
I want to ask you this quest1on. Does the Legislature want
to put themselves in this position where they' re sett1ng up
a fund at the d1sposal of the educational lands and funds
board to spend as much as 414 million dollars each year for
1mprovementst I think that that's real bad. I th1nk that
1i this money 1s to be spent, the Leg1slature should
appropriate. Now, they say they' re going to spend th1s
money to stop eros1on. That's one th1ng. But 1t's my
understanding this is already on the statutes and if a lease
holder doesn't protect this land, why they can cancel his
lease. I know what I would do if my tenant didn't take care
of the land that he has. I would get one that would do 1t.
Then they propose to go on and make further 1mprovements.
I would hope that the Legislature would support me 1n br1nging
this b111 back to Select File to strike the enacting clause.
